werfity, to Duncan Forbes of Culloden, then 
his Majeſty's Advocate, and repreſented to 
him likewiſe that Jacobites were allowed to 
be in Office in our Unzwerfity, who had not 
given the Legal Securities to the Govern- 
ment; for all which I was promiſed Satiſ- 
faction. I waited for it, but, I preſume, 
Affairs of more Conſequence happening, made 
this Gentleman forget the Particulars I had 
ſet forth, elſe certainly he would have taken 
Notice of the Reflections and Inuendo's made 
uſe of by the Gentlemen of our Univer/ity 
againſt the KING and the Adminiſtration, in 
their written Defences exhibited in Court, of 
which I had an Extract deliver'd me from 
the Records, atteſted by the Clerk of the 
Court and ſign d. 
This Gentleman of our Unzver/ity, who 
had been impeach'd for Crimes and Miſde- 
meanours, as will appear by the Conſequen- 
ces, being in Concert with the Principal, 
Mr. Oſborn, and being full of Malice and 
Reſentment at the Diſappointment of his bad 
Deſigns againſt me, did ſome Months after

Behaviour worthy only of a Mad. man; yet 
they, inſtead of cenſuring him, and giving 
him a proper Reprimand, called him before 
them, and paſs'd it with a ſham Animadver- 
fion, and a mock ſort of Reproof, appearing 
rather to be ſatisfy d with his inſulting of 
me than the contrary; and in ſome Days af- 
ter I had Fellows ſent in Diſguiſe (by whom 
I ſhall not affirm) who it ſeems were deſign'd 
to way-lay me in my going home. I a 
ply'd after this to the Lords of Fuſticiary fbr 
a Warrant againſt thoſe I ſuſpected to be 
the Authors of this Attempt, which I ob- 
tain'd; and having apprehended Mr. David 
Verner, Profeſſor of eee p by the ſaid 
Warrant, the Magiſtrate of Aberdeen, who 
was requir d to commit him to Priſon, refus'd 
Commitment, and without proper Bail abſo- 
lutely diſmiſs'd the Priſoner, without Regard 
to the Warrant of the Lords being duly exe- 
__ cuted. 

The ſame Night, about Nine or Ten o' 
Clock, a Meſſenger and a Party were ſent to 
my Houſe, under Pretence of Debt : The 
Meſſenger executed a Caption againſt me, ar- 
reſted me, and carried me to Priſon about 
One o'Clock in the Morning. When I came 
to the Priſon Door, the Goaler deny'd me 
Acceſs, and I was forced to ſtand in the 
Street two or three Hours: At length, with 
much Difficulty, I was allow'd to lodge in 
a Houſe till Ten o'Clock next Day, when I

was committed to cloſs Priſon, none for mas 
ny Hours having any Acceſs. to me, as if 'I 
had been ſent thither for a capital Crime. 

This pretended Debt, My Lord, for which 
they ventured to arreſt me, had been ſatiſ- 
fed fix Months before. I had then in my 
Cuſtody a Receipt, which I produced, ac- 
- knowledging Payment thereof by the Perſon 
at whoſe Inſtance I was arreſted, only had 
omitted to retire and take up the Recogniſance 
when I paid the Debt. 

I made the Payment, My Lord, by an ac- 
cepted Note of Mr. RoJe of Kilravocks, now 
a Member of the Houſe of Commons, who 
then ſtood indebted to me in the like Sum; 
and it ĩs pretty extraordinary, My Lord, that 
a Gentleman who: has the Honour io ſit in 
the Houſe of Commons, and is poſſeſſed of a 
good Land Eſtate to the Value of more than 
a Thouſand Pound yearly, ſhould not be 
capable, ſix Months after his Note was due, 
of relieving the Credit of a poor Man to 
whom he juſtly owed the Money | 
Mr. Roje's Note to me, My Lord, was 
taken for Payment of the Debt, and Mr. Forbes, 
Sheriff of that County, neglected the Mat- 
ter betwixt me and my unjuſt Creditor: But, 
My Lord, this Sheriff, I muſt be fo free as to 
ſay, how much ſoever he is ſcreen'd and pa- 
tronized by his Friend, acted by me with the 
greateſt Fraud, Treachery and Diſhoneſty. 
I with he may make a right Accompt to the 
Crown.

detain'd Priſoner F orty-eight Hours, and the

ſhould give Bond, under a conſiderable For- 
feiture, not to proceed againſt any one Maſter

The State of my Credit, My Lord, the 


poor Condition of my F amily, and my own. 
ill State of Health, made it abſolutely ne- 


ceſſary for me to be ſet at Liberty without 
Delay; and therefore they kept me Priſoner 
until I had fign'd all the above-mention'd 
Deeds, which were preſented to me when a 
Priſoner, written on ſtamp'd Paper ready for 


ſigning: . After I had ſign'd them I was ſet 


at Liberty, and by the Advice of my Friends, 

and Men of ae and Integrity, I was, 

for the ſake of my Character and Intereſt, in 
all 


Crown for the large Sums of the Revenue he 
has received, and which I am afraid he can't

all reſpects encourag d to inſiſt on their de- 
livering to me thoſe felonious Deeds. Upon 
which I enter'd an Action againſt all con- 
cern'd on this Head; and when it came to 
the Proof, the famous Principal of the Uni- 
ver/ity and the Sheriff affirm'd upon Oath that 
I did all voluntarily, as they term'd it, and 
they alſo deny'd the Deed they were Wit- 
nefles to. The Commiſſioner for taking the 
Proof, and others concern'd, refus'd to ad- 
mit unexceptionable Evidences on my Part, 
who could atteſt all I wanted to have prov'd, 
and likewiſe eraſed and altered the Oath of 
an important Evidenceon my part, by Threat- 
nings and other baſe Means, forcing the poor 
Man to ſign what was quite contrary to what 
he had declar'd upon the whole. Theſe, 
My Lord, were my Hardſhips! Hardſhips 
unheard of among Greek and Roman Hea- 
thens! Hardſhips for which I got no Re- 
paration ; but when I apply'd for Redreſs 
and juſt Satisfaction to the Higheſt Court of 
the Nation, I was put oft and delay'd by the 
Tricks of the Agents (fo call'd) and ſo impo- 
veriſhed thereby, as not to be able to finiſh 
the Law-Suit, Where the Fault of this lies 
I leave to your Lordſhip's Determination. 

I applied to Mr. Forbes, then his Ma- 
jeſty's Advocate, who by his Office was bound 
to ſee theſe Crimes purſued at his Inſtance ; 
but, inſtead of Help or Support, I met with 
the contrary.

1 neither fay nor affirm, My Lord, any 
thing but what I can prove, and therefore 
hope to be excus d. Yea, I can prove much 
more than is aſſerted; and I challenge any 
one to call the Facts in Queſtion ; If they 
ſhould, they would only injure themſelves, 
note”: 

Now, My Lord, I ſhall refer it to you, 
whether any Man of the ſmalleſt Taſte for 
Liberty, for Peace, and for his own Safety, 
could bear longer with what I had the Miſ- 
fortune to ſuffer ; when myſelf and Family 
were facrificed for Loyalty, for Faithfulneſs 
and Honeſty to my Sovereign and my Royal 
Patron. Is it not a hard Caſe I can't be al- 
low'd any Conſideration for the Refignation 
of my Office, eſpecially when I purchas'd 
that Office with my own Money? I have 
only now, My Lord, further to add, That 
ever ſince our Reverend Principal Mr. Oſborn's 
Acceſſion, he and his Party have miſapply'd 
King WILLIAM's Donation to the Univer- 
fity ; for it was expreſly, by the Tenor of 
the Gift, order'd for paying off the Debts, 
and for Reparation of the publick Buildings: 
Both which have been neglected, and the 
Royal Gift apply'd to pay off the Intereſt of 
other Donations, whoſe Capital Stocks were 
miſapplied; and when I at different Times 
inſiſted on having an Account of the Funds 
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appropriated to the publick Library of the 


Univerfity, I was ji treated with De- 
lays, or Bullying and ill Manners, At ſun- 
dry Times I offer'd to ſubmit. to. the Arbi- 
tration of good and honeſt Men; and above 
all, defir'd to have all Animoſities remov'd, 
in order to make Way for an hononourable 
and laſting Peace and Friendſhip : But the 
Returns to my With and Inclinations were 
Perſecution, Iniquity, and ill Treatment, 
without the leaſt Mercy ſhewn to me or my 
Family: And when I was attack'd in my 
Credit, I, conſiſtently with my honeſt Pur- 
poſes. towards all Men, did ſurrender, 
without being aſk'd, my All to my Cre- 
ditors, and recorded the Aſſignment in fa- 
vour of them, as can be atteſted, even be- 
fore my Creditors had fully known my In- 
tention. I am therefore, My Lord, now ſa- 
crificed in the Ruins of the Univerſity, having 
riſked my All for the publick Good, which 


I hope will procure me the Compaſſion of all 


good Men. 

I ſerv'd in my Office faithfully, and with 
all neediu] Diligence: I always embrac'd 
every Opportunity, in my Station, to teſtify 
my higheſt Regard for my Gracious Sovereign, 
and for all his Hluftrious Family, I have 


never intended Harm to any ; but if, in my 


own lawful and neceſſary Self. defence, any 
thing did happen to touch my Oppoſites, it 
was forced on me, and not done out of 
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Choice: So that I think I may reaſonably 
expect the good Will and Favour of every 
one who conſiders the whole, and takes a 
View of my Treatment. - 

I might mention, My Lord, ſundry more 
Particulars : But, as the Subject cannot but 
be ungrateful to me, and not inclining to 
trouble your Lordſhip with too long a Detail, 
I chooſe to conclude, after obſerving to you, 
that I heartily pray and wiſh, the preſent 
Maxim ſo much practis'd of reſtoring thoſe 
who formerly were Rebels againſt King 
GEORGE I. and that both to their Lives 
and Fortunes; yea, the putting them in 


Power and Truſt to gain them over and ob- 


lige them. I fay, I wiſh this Maxim and 
this Way (fo much practis'd and valued now 
in Scotland, of bringing over Enemies and 
making them Friends, by putting Power into 
their Hands) be not found in the End to be 
arming an Enemy, and making thoſe whoſe 
Prejudice is rooted, whoſe Enmity againſt 
our King and Government is inveterate and 
inflexible, capable, at a proper Opportunity, 
of doing Miſchief, and, to aſſiſt it, may, be 
hereafter concern'd in ſome diabolical Enter- 
priſe. I hope your Lordſhip won't miſtake 
me; Iam by no means for Perſecution :; But, 
at the fame Time, I am not tor truſting to 
the Mercy of Foxes and Wolves, or to an 
uſurping and arbitrary: Power. We are at 
preſent bleſs'd with a happy Eſtabliſhment ; 
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we have a KING endued with the greateſt 


Clemency and Goodneſs, who in all reſpects 


conforms to the Laws of the Land, and I 
heartily wiſh that all concerned may make

proved of him) ſhould pay me Four Thou- 
ſand Marks upon his having a Patent to ſuc- 
ceed me. 

Sir AF further aſſured me, that 
he would uſe his utmoſt Intereſt with the 
E—— of F--—2 (with whom he was in 
perfect Friendſhip at that Time) to procure 
a Patent for Innes to ſucceed: me, that I 
might have the Benefit of the Four Thou- 


ſand Marks. 'This I can likewiſe prove by 


Sir 's Letters to me. 

Mr. Middleton was at this Time Member 
of Parliament for the City of Aberdeen, and 
was, by the Magiſtrates thereof, engag'd for, 
Mr. Ines. By the Perſwaſion of both theſe 
Gentlemen (via. the County and City Members 
for Aberdeen) I was prevail'd on to accept of 
Mr. bmes's Offer to be my Succeſſor, altho' 
J had made an Agreement with another 
Gentleman, every way better qualified for 
the Buſineſs, and who was willing to pay me 
One Hundred Pounds Sterling more than 
Mr. Ines.

I ſent down, and his Admiſſion hurried on. 

| Thus was I bubbl'd and trick'd out of my 

Office by baſe Proceedings; and when I made 

ſome Clamour about this Iniquity, the E 

of 1 a (aid, the Univerſity had done it: 

The Univerſity affirm'd they were inſtructed
